He 
ruled under a French governor 
from 1932 to 1945. 

When France was defeated the 
French governors in Indochina 
all joined with the pro-German 
Vichy forces and ir. 1941 allowed 
the Japanese to establish bases 
and take over actual direction of 
the land. Bao Dai remained on 
his throne under the Japanese. 

All this time guerrilla fighters 
wnder Ho Chi Minh, a Commu- 
nist of many years’ standing, but, 
unfortunately for the present sit- 
uation, also » nationalist fighter 
for Indochinese independence for 
more years than he had been a 
Communist, were in constant re- 
sistance against the Japanese. In 
other words, he was known and 
liked by ‘all those who had na- 
tionalist aspirations and who had 
opposed foreign rule. 

In 1945 he and his guerrillas 
came out of the hills and pro- 
claimed a republic. Bao Dai ab- 
dicated and fled to Hong Kong. 

The British troops were the 
first allied occupation forces. 
They, with a small French force, 
sought to put down the national- 
ists, but failed. When the French 
took over and negotiations had 
broken off, they returned Bao Dai 
to power and have since been

The possibility increased that 
the attacks were the prelude to 
the long-predicted Viet Minh of- 
fensive, but this was not yet clear. 

The French announced that Viet 
Minh rebel units, “newly armed 
in China,” had been used for the 
first time in the capture of the 
northern outpost of Dongkhe, 100 
miles northeast of Hanoi. The 
fall of Dongkhe was announced 
Monday. 

Tuesday night, it was learned 
that Pakha, a French army post 
125 miles west of Dongkhe, has 
been under attack for three days. 

Thatkhe, 10 miles south of 
Dongkhe, also was being attacked. 

Parachute troops had 
dropped at Thatkhe earlier to 
stage a counterattack on Dongkhe. 

Parachute troops also were 
dropped directly on Dongkhe, de- 
spite bad weather, and a column 
of Moroccan infantry was rushed 
northward in an effort to recap- 
ture the outpost.

The Negro suit filed against the city 
schools here yesterday goes further than 
most other such suits in that it demands 
the end of segregation itself and not merely 
the elimination of inequalities in educa- 
tional opportunities. 

For that reason we think the suit is most 
unwise and likely to alienate the sympa- 
thies of a great number of Southerners wh 
are doing everything possible to bring about 
equal tional facilities wi’hin the pat- 
tern of segregation. 

Georgia law provides that educational 
facilities shall be equal but separate. The 
pattern of Negro suits so far, which have 
on the average been successful, has been 
to demand that education be made equal 
in fact. That there has been little equality 
in Georgia or elsewhere in the South can- 
not be denied. The Atlanta system, how- 
ever, has made great progress in that di- 
rection and the intent of the Board of Edu- 
cation is that facilities shall be fully equal- 
ized as soon as finances permit. 


In past cases the U. S. Supreme Court 
has decided that segregation itself is a 
matter for the States to decide. It has been 
insistent only that real equality exist. So 
far Negroes have been admitted to white 
schools by the high court only in cases of 
graduate schools and universities where it 
was shown the same quality of instruction 
could not be obtained in Negro institutions.

Is the Prize 


If Russia heretofore has had any doubt 
where the free countries stand in regard 
to West Germany, it was dispelled in yes- 
terday’s forthright warning to the Soviet 
Union to keep hands off. 

Britain, France and the United States 
will implement that warning by: increas- 
ing the number of occupation troops in 
West Germany and by solidifying the 
Bonn Government's connection with the 
West in other ways. West Germany’s sov- 
ereignty, for instance, will be greatly ex- 
panded. The state of war will be ended,

able.“ The Atlanta suit presupposes, or 
hopes, that the reasoning of the court will 
extend further and include educational 
facilities. However, the dining car case in- 
volved interstate commerce, which is regu- 
lated by the Federal Government, while 
schools involve functions performed by 
the State. 

Common sense tells us that the same 
principles do not apply m the matter of 
public schools. There is no matter of pres- 
tige involved. There is disparity in the ad- 
vantages offered between the various pub- 
lic school systems. For example, it could 
hardly be supposed that the students of 
Baker County have the same facilities as 
those offered students of Fulten. 

At least part of the blame for the suit 
may be laid at the door of unreasoning 
State officials and politicians. The offen- 
sive declaration of |the recent State Demo- 
cratic Convention is a case in point. 

Even so, the Negroes have done them- 
selves a disservice in filing the suit. That 
is particularly true in the case of Atlanta, 


where the Board is trying hard and earnest- 


ly to provide the best facilities possible for 
everyone, white and Negro. 


though no peace treaty is expected yet.

The police 
force probably will be incréased to 30,000. 

Obviously, a force of this size will not 
be sufficient to enable West Germany to 
provide much assistance against a Russian 
invasion. It is important only because it 
is an opening wedge for the proposal set 
forth by Sec. Acheson that German mili- 
tary units be formed to become part of a 
unified North Atlantic force. 

The French particularly have been 
slow to accept Sec. Acheson’s proposal be- 
cause of the great, and understandable, 
fear throughout France of a German resur- 
gence. Nevertheless, Mr. Schuman knows, 
as do a great many of the French people, 
that defense of Western Europe is to a 
great extent dependent upon the assist- 
ance of the Germans in the Western zones. 
Moreover, it is not a matter of dispute that 
possession of West Germany’s vast indus- 


trial potential and technical skill would ° 


enable Russia to control all the great Eura- 
sian land mass. West Germany is the prize. 

The steps which the foreign ministers 
have taken are encouraging. It is regret- 
table that the procedure for developing the 
sort of defense which Western Europe ur- 
gently needs is farced to proceed so slowly. 
Time is an important factor. It may be 
running out. e great hope is that the 
frank declaration of America, Britain and 
France to defend West Germany will serve 
to stay Russia’s hand.

And 
yet we wonder why so many visitors seem to get such a bad first 
impression of our State! 

Over the week end, returning from a quick trip to North Flor- 
ida, I was impressed again with two features of Georgia's so-called 
highway system: 

1. Almost invariably, when: one enters the State from another, 
the road either narrows or deteriorates or both. eRe 

2. The State's stcondary highways are in many instafces in 
better condition and less dangerous to travel than the through 
routes. 

Coming out of Florida on U. S. 41, for instance, the road is 
narrow and winding and the condition of the shoulders, where 
there are any, is poor. Yet when one reaches Adel and turns west 
on State Route 37, a considerable improvement is noted and not 
alone because of the decrease in traffic. At Moultrie, turning onto 
recently completed State Route 133 for Albany via Doerun, one 
finds one of the best roads in the State. 

From Albany northward through Americus, Ellaville and Thom- 
aston, a good road is already showing the toll of the tremendous 
traffic which it -bears. But at Griffin, if one knows the roads, 
you may turn off on State Route 92 to Fayetteville, coming into 
Atlanta on newly paved No. 85. 

These secondary highways, as aforesaid, are superior in many 
respects. For one thing, the through routes for the most part were 
paved 20 and 30 years ago along the winding rights-of-way of 
horse-and-buggy roads. On the whole, they have received a mini- 
mum of maintenance and improvement through the years. The 
secondary roads, on the other hand, were finished more recently 
after development o modern ideas of highway construction. More- 


over, because they are yet designated as State routes only, they” 


do not carry the heavy out-of-State truck traffic which the others 
do. Thus it is possible, if one keeps up with what roads have 
received first aid last, to move about over Georgia on pretty 
fair roads. But visitors from other States, brought up to believe 
that a red line on the map is superior to the black one, almost 
invariably get the worst of it. 

If Georgia really wants to perform a service for motorists, it 
ought to use some of the money it is spending for “ROUGH ROAD 
AHEAD,” “DANGER, PROCEED WITH CAUTION” and “TRAVEL 
AT YOUR OWN RISK” signs for some telling the tourist where 
he can find a handful of good roads scattered about over the State.

‘READY FOR KOREA’ 


Belgian Visitor Gets 
Ideas for Red Cross 


By YOLANDE GWIN 
A Belgian Red Cross worker, Miss Simone Vercamer, 
would be “ready to go to the Korean war front” should her 


government decide to send women as well as men. 


The trim little worker, who is 
chief of the Secretariat and For- 
eign Relations of the Belgium or- 
ganization, was here Tuesday as 
the guest of the Southeastern 
Area of the Red Cross and was 
being squired around Emory 
University Hospital by members 
of the DeKalb chapter of the 
Gray Ladies. 

“I am very interested in the 
work of the Gray Ladies here at 
Emory,” she said, “for I think 
that the work could well be ap- 
plied to our organization in Bele 
gium. We have workers for the 
hospitals, but they are not or- 
ganized like your ladies here. 
We have no workers like yours 
in our veterans’ hospitals. There 
are government workers. What 
we need most are more volun- 
teers. If we had more we could 
eniarge our work and carry out 
the well planned programs as 
you do here. I am very much 
impressed by what these ladies 
do here at Emory. I hope to be 
able to use some of your ideas.” 

The visitor, whose dark blue 
uniform was bedecked with 
service ribbons—and honorary— 
citations—served during the last 
war on a hospital train bring- 
ing war prisoners home from 
Germany. Her ribbons include 
citations from the Belgium, 
Dutch and Danish Red Cross.
